Tueso latter were specially confided to mo

They were 
to be presented to the national democratic 
convention for Its acceptance and adoption 
as the axioms of democratic rule as practiced 
by our fathers 


I had Intended it th»se great principles of 


government, by the people and for the people 
only, had been cordially received, and oar 
neetlyand hoiwitly adopted by thatconven 
tlon as the political chart ot tho democratic 
party, to have permitted my name to be prs- 
Knted to tbe convention for tbe suifrages of 
the people as chief executive to administer 
and carry forward tbe necessary measures, In 
which we I,fliould have been bound by its 
action to support both Its platform »od noml- 


Thatlshouia beplaced~la that"high posi- 


tion I knew was the «IU of the 160,000 velars. 
of that commonwealth, who had expressed 
their confidence by their votes so unanimously 
that no man from that stale could have been 
a delegate to that convention It he had dared 
to breathe aloud that he was opposed to the 
principles I represented ot to my personal

Owing to an accident without any fault ot 


any one, I reached that committee only after 
It had been some hours In session, »nd then 
found by solemn vote twice over, that It was 
equally divided upon the iiuosttou whether In 
raising the monej necessary for »n honest 
and enomlcal carrying on ot tho government, 
the democratic party woujd- pledge Itaelt to 
t«< the people In such, manner only as woi Id 
best promote Vmcrlcan enterprise and Amer 
lean lndu8U>iR»d foster and cherish American 
labor 
This division was shown by repeated 


votes of eighteen states to'alghteen states In 
the choice as chairman, ono who would repro 
sent the nfllrmattvo or negative of that vital 
proposition 
Tho committee failing to elect a 


cntlrmiui, rema'neil under Its temporary 
chairman during the remainder of its dellber 
atlons with the understanding that niter n 
tariff plank should bo agrerd upon, either ono 
or the other of the two caudl dates, Messrs 
Converse, of Ohio, or Morrison, ot Illinois,

embrace the price of the nectaries of life be- 
tween the producer and the consumer 


That suffered tbe same fate 
Again, a resolution declaring the public 


atidstobfi the heritage of the people, and 
[hat they ought to be held In" small quantities 
for tbat purpose onl),and another resolution 
thafrpubllo l«(ids were held to-Uust by tbe- 
government for those who became citizens of 
the United Stales, and ought not to be per- 
mitted to be monopolized In large areas by 
corporations and the aristocracy ot Kurope.

will uot permit a ship's canal to be built 
across the Isthmus of Panama without Its con-
